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MSP assembling 
case against 
ex-attorney White

Michigan State Police Det./Sgt. Marc 
Moore said on Monday afternoon that he 
is working on the criminal case against 
former Belleville attorney Thomas A. 
White, but progress has been slow. 
He said there are a lot of victims and a lot 
of money involved. 
Det./Sgt. Moore said the original case he 
was investigating was ready to go, but he 
needs direction from the Wayne County 
Prosecutors’s office on whether it wants all 
the cases against White filed together or by 
the individual victims. 


“It’s kind of frustrating,” Moore said of 


waiting for the Prosecutor’s office to assign 
this case to a prosecutor and get back with 
him. They haven’t called back. 

He said he has enlisted the help of the 
MSP Second District Headquarters in 
Detroit to get through to the Prosecutor’s 
office, so he can proceed. 

He said although he has lots of victims 
who have contacted him, victims keep 
calling with the newest one calling a few 
hours earlier on Monday. 

Meanwhile, Royal Oak attorney Steven 
Z. Cohen is leading a group of attorneys 
who are signing up victims for a general 
adversary proceeding against White. 

White, who had practiced law in Belleville 
for 20 years, was disbarred on July 15 and 
immediately filed bankruptcy.

School Board approves 1,600 Nooks for all students at BHS

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 

of Education approved the purchase of 

1,600 Nook HD+ tablets so every student 

at Belleville High School will have one to 
use at home and school. 

Students in the BHS New Tech program 


already have laptops. 
At Monday’s meeting the $316,446 
payment to Barnes & Noble was 


unanimously approved, using money from 
the high school bond fund. 
The District Technology Plan and the 
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Van Buren Public Schools have set a goal 
of one-to-one computing for all students 
within the next five years, said BHS 
Principal Abdul Madyun. 

As part of this process, BHS would like to 
enter into a pilot program/partnership with 
Barnes and Noble, he told the board. 

About 400 Nooks were given out to 
freshmen over the last three years and 
those will be passed on to students in other 
schools, probably Owen and/or McBride. 

After 8-10 hours of use, the new Nooks 
need to be charged — for 3 % hours from 
a dead battery, said Christian Anderson, 
digital sales manager for Barnes & Noble. 

The students will sign a contract with the 
school for replacement of the Nook if it is 
lost or broken. Principal Madyun said they 
are considering charging students a $5 to 
$10 fee per year to use for those that are 
lost or damaged, like a “self-insurance” 


program. Fees will be waived for students 
in economic duress, he said. 

He said the Nooks will be handed out 
at the beginning of the school year and 
collected at the end of the school year for 
cleaning. 

Principal Madyun said the plan is 
eventually to have such tablets for all 
students in grades 5-12 for the district’s 
“anytime, anywhere learning.” 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said 
this is really about encouraging reading. 
He said the students are required to read 10 
books for each of their high school years, a 
total of 40, and there will be 80 or 90 books 
on their Nooks. 

When Treasurer Sherry Frazier questioned 
whether students will be able to use the 
Nooks if their parents can’t afford wi-fi 
access, Supt. Van Tassel said the books can

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Van Buren Twp. board follows 


recommendation to rezone .6 acre er

On May 22, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission sent a 
recommendation for rezoning of .6 acre of 
land at the southwest corner of Hannan and 
Ecorse roads from AG-Agricultural to C- 
Local Business. 

On Aug. 6, the VBT Board of Trustees 
voted to approve the first reading of the 
rezoning to make the whole parcel C-Local 
Business zoning. 

Frank (Fawwaz) Jarbou owns 2.23 acres 
at the site, which includes the .6 acre site 
that is Agricultural zoning, plus attached 
property currently zoned C-Local Business. 
He requested the whole site be rezoned to 
Cl-General Business, “to better develop 
the property we have.” 

The planning commission held a public 
hearing on his request at its May 8 
meeting and at its May 22 meeting it voted 
unanimously to recommend sticking with 
C zoning for the whole site. 

The township board makes the final 
decision. 

Sally Hodges of McKenna Associates, 
the township’s planning consultants, said 
in a memo to the commission that the 
eastern portion of the site is zoned C- 
Local Business and is subject to a consent 
judgment in the case of Shukr vs. Van 
Buren Township. The terms of the consent 
agreement included approval of a specific 
site plan for a gas station and convenience 
store and that the land remains zoned C- 
Local Business district. 

Since the currently proposed use is not 
consistent with the terms of the consent 
agreement, the regulations of C-District 
apply. 

The .6 acre of land on the western part of 
the site was acquired later and was added 
to the application. 

That’s where a “pig launching” facility 
would be placed for DTE Energy’s MichCon 
division, which will allow MichCon to 
periodically launch underground pipeline 
inspection equipment from the leased 
property. 

Jarbou said his family is currently 
developing a gas station, retail stores, and a 
Tim Horton’s on seven acres directly across 
Hannan Road in the City of Romulus. 

At the May 22 meeting, Commissioner 
Carl Johnson asked if the new owner can be 
held to the consent judgment and Hodges 
said her opinion is yes, but the township 
attorney is researching the situation. 

She said Jarbou could reapply to build 
something under C zoning. Hodges said 
the consent judgment references a specific 
site plan for a gas station and a convenience 
store. 


“That is the last thing we would do is 
build another gas station across the street. 
That’s one of the reasons we bought the 
property,” Jarbou said. 

He said people are looking for drive- 
throughs and he thinks a drive-through 
bank is needed there. He said 2,000 to 
3,000 square feet is the most they can build 
there with the setbacks needed. 

He said his family is widening part of 
Ecorse Road in Romulus as part of their 
development, since it is an entryway 
to Romulus. He said Romulus wants 
something nice and so they are putting in 
great landscaping and brick buildings. 

Hodges said at the public hearing that the 
VBT side is an entrance from the east and 
Ecorse is a “major community gateway.” 
Thus, the consultants would encourage 
an entry monument sign at the corner 
and high-quality, attractive materials and 
design for what would be built there. 

Ernie Tozer was the only person to speak 
at the five-minute public hearing on May 8 
and he pointed out the amendment to the 
township Master Plan for the Grace Lake 
area includes this parcel and it is shown 
as Mixed Use. He said what Jarbou is 
proposing is not what it’s supposed to be. 

“We are entertaining rezoning that and it 
is contrary to the Master Plan,” Tozer said. 

“Anyone can apply for rezoning,” said 
commission chairperson Carol Thompson. 

Thompson said the commission has studied 
Mixed Use and it didn’t go forward. 

Arthur Mullen, director of Planning and 
Economic Development, said “the area 
across the street from our downtown is 
good for Mixed Use.” 

Thompson said to add to the to-do list 
looking at that part of the Master Plan. 

Tozer said you can’t rezone against the 
Master Plan unless you revise the Master 
Plan first. 

“If we zone it C, we are following the 
Master Plan as it stands,” said Treasurer 
Sharry Budd, the board representative on 
the planning commission.

Sumpter Planners OK site plan for 
Fox Auto’s new self-service bldg.

The site plan for Fox Auto’s proposed 
new self-service building off Bemis Road 
was approved with stipulations by the 
Sumpter Township Planning Commission 
at its regular meeting Aug. 8. 

Joe and Bill Fox explained the project, 
which would be part of their full-service 
operation at 8111 Rawsonville Road. 

Bill Fox said the 40’x46’ sales office 
building will be at an existing driveway to 
their property off Bemis Road. It will have 
12 additional parking spaces on an asphalt 
surface. 

He said the idea is that customers who 
want small parts can go out and get them 
themselves off the cars in the 25-acre 
salvage yard. He gave examples of a 


cigarette lighter or a headlight. 

“This allows them to get a product cheaper 
than we could do it,” Bill Fox said. He said 
they might charge $1 for a customer to get 
into the yard and then there would be a list 
of set prices for parts. 

Commission Chairman Jane Stalmack 
asked if a person could remove an engine 
as part of the self-service and the Foxes 
agreed it was possible, if someone wanted 
to go to all that work. Bill Fox said the cars 
in the lot have all the fluid removed so that 
wouldn’t be a problem. 

Joe Fox said they might call this service 
the “Fox Pull and Save” or something 
like that. A designation is still under 
consideration.

The library board had gone into closed 
session following a report by architect 
Daniel Whisler on the results of the six soil 
borings done on the DNR property on the 
lake. Whisler said the tests showed a very 
workable clay site. 

Although the test borings on the DNR site 
were done publicly, Brasil said they have 
been doing other things behind the scenes 
on other sites.

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VBT Planners decide to 
consider minor changes 
to Master Plan

Under state law, a planning commission 
must review its master Plan every five 
years and decide whether it needs updating 
or to be completely rewritten. 

At the July 24 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission, the board 
considered the plan, which was amended 
in 2008, and decided it should have some 
slight changes, starting with the area of 
Ecorse and Hannan roads where a property 
owner wants to develop. 

Other things also needed to be added to 
the Master Plan, including the 2010 Census 
data and a designation other than Open 
Space for the hazardous landfill on the I-94 
North Service Drive. 

The state statute requires sending a 
Notice of Intent to Plan to surrounding 
communities and other entities, so that will 
be done. 

The commission intends to get started 
on reviewing the zoning of the property at 
the southwest corner of Hannan and Ecorse 
road at the second meeting in August, Aug. 
28. 

That property, now with a new owner, 
had been the object of a law suit and now 
the township has to follow a consent 
agreement on it. 

Sally Hodges, planning consultant 
from McKenna Associates, noted that the 
Master Plan was last updated for the entire 
township in 1989 and has been amended 
several times since then, including: 

e Single Family Residential Plan, 1999; 

e Ecorse/Haggerty Road Corridors Plan, 
2000; 

e Premier Community Amenities Plan, 
2000; 

e Grace Lake Area Plan, 2001; 

e South Side Master Plan, 2007; and 

e Belleville Road District Plan and Market 
Analysis, 2010. 

In the absence of vacationing commission 
chairman Carol Thompson, vice chairman 
Donald Boynton asked if they couldn’t 
include wording for zoning of new uses 
in the future that don’t fit now ... newer 
technologies as things change.

Pam Ruff spoke from the audience about 
Hoosier canceling its co-generation plan 
and she wanted to know if the commission 
was going to change the Master Plan so 
Hoosier could fit in the office zoning of 
Grace Lake. 

“We have to remain flexible,’ Boynton 
said. 

Ruff suggested the part of the resolution 
that read “beginning with the area of Ecorse 
and Hannan Roads,” opened the door to 
changes in the Grace Lake Master Plan. 

Arthur Mullen, VBT Director of Planning 
and Economic Development said they will 
be dealing with the small corner at Hannan 
and Ecorse and, “It has nothing to do with 
Hoosier.” 

Mullen said that corner is Master Planned 
for mixed use and, “You can’t get mixed 
use in that Hannan corner.” 

Hodges said there are three separate 
mixed-use zonings in the township: the one 
at Ecorse/Hannan, north part of Belleville 
Road at Ecorse, and south and east sides of 
the City of Belleville. 

In other business at the July 24 meeting, 
the commission: 

e Held a public hearing on a variety of 
fairly minor housekeeping revisions to the 
zoning ordinance that will be voted on at 
an upcoming meeting; 

e Discussed the state statute on Rezoning 
With Conditions so the commission would 
be familiar with that process before the 
expected proposal comes from the Clark 
gas station owner, who has been denied 
rezoning several times in order to renovate 
and update his station. The final decision 
is made by the township board. Mullen 
said several others have applied to VBT 
for Conditional Rezoning in the past, but 
have withdrawn the requests for one reason 
or another, probably having to do with the 
economy; 

e Heard Mullen report on administrative 
reviews that are under way on Burger King, 
where the building is being “reskinned” and 
the size made smaller, along with sign and 
lighting changes, and Applebee’s which is 
changing only signage and awnings; 
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e Learned the Mrocca site plan has yet 
to be dropped off for the new day care 
location; 

e Learned the Ad Hoc Lake Committee is 
continuing to work diligently. Mullen said 
they are preparing to set a date and host an 
open house to review the work completed 
so far with residents prior to beginning 
the formal review before the Planning 
Commission; and 

e Recognized Eagle Scout candidate 
Nathan Vinarcik of Boy Scout Troop 237, 
who was in the audience as part of his 
Communications merit badge requirement. 
He received a validation of his presence 
signed by Director Mullen.

be read without such access since they are 
loaded into the Nooks. 

“If they never get on the internet, there’s a 
lot there,” Van Tassel said. “The purpose is 
not to have them run around on the internet 
... It’s to get kids to read ... and use the 
graphic calculator.” 

The calculators are included in the Nooks 
and Madyun said it costs $90 each for the 
calculators, otherwise.

warrant in a homicide investigation on 
Aug. 6 at Lighthouse Pointe apartments on 
the I-94 North Service Drive. 
Two were taken into custody by Ann 

Arbor Police, said VBT Lt. Ken Floro. 

VBT officers taking part in the operation 
were Sgt. Jeff Gueli, Officers Donovan 
McCarthy, Derek Perez, and Chris Valinski 
and Lt. Dennis Brooks and Sgt. Mike 
Moening. 

Paul DeWolf, a 25-year-old University of 
Michigan medical student, was found dead 
in his Ann Arbor apartment on July 24. An 


autopsy the next day showed he died from 
a single gunshot wound and no firearm was 
found at the scene. 

Ann Arbor police offered a $5,000 reward 
and University of Michigan police offered 
another $5,000 for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the person or 
persons responsible. 

The $10,000 total reward was announced 
on Aug. 5 and the arrests in VBT were the 
next day. 

Ann Arbor Detective Lt. Robert Pfannes 
said on Thursday that there was no new 
information for police to release.

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VBT Police get warrant 
for Iowa woman who left 
baby in hot, locked car

Aisha Tahir, 29, of Dubuque, Iowa, is 
charged with leaving a child in a vehicle 
resulting in physical harm to the child 
— and she will be arraigned as soon as she 
gets back to Michigan. 

Van Buren Township Detective Ken 
Toney said the incident occurred at Walmart 
and Tahir was not arrested at the time of 
incident. She went to the University of 
Michigan Hospital with her baby, he said. 

Detective Toney submitted a warrant 
request to the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
Office and they issued the warrant, which 
is a one-year misdemeanor. 

According to an Aug. 1 news release from 
Wayne County Prosecutor Kym L. Worthy, 
on June 28 at about 11 a.m., a police officer 
was dispatched to the parking lot of the 
Van Buren Township Walmart because an 
infant was observed locked in a car with all 
of the windows closed. 

It is alleged that Tahir left her six-month- 
old infant in the car when the temperature 
at the time was 77 degrees with 64% 
humidity. Medics were called to the scene 
and the child was taken to the U of M 
Hospital with a 100 degree temperature. 

The child was treated and released to the 
care of a social worker. 

Tahir will be arraigned at 34" District 
Court in Romulus once she returns to 
Michigan and her attorney said they will 
try to get everything done with the case 
while she is back in the state. Tahir is 
being represented by Stephanie Service 
of Kronzek & Cronkright, Attorneys and 
Counselors at Law. 

“Leaving your very young babies 
and children in unsafe sleep situations 
or unsupervised in swimming pools, 
houses, hotels, and hot cars can result in 
dead children and criminal charges,” said 
Prosecutor Worthy. “These are difficult 
cases,” she said of five cases involving 
children that she discussed in her news 
releases, “
